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OBAMA PROMISES 
TO BRING HOME 
MORE THAN 30,000 
TROOPS STATIONED 
IN AFGHANISTAN

WASHINGTON President Obama announced 
plans Wednesday to pull 33,000 US. troops 
out of Afghanistan well before next year’s 
election, signaling a rapid drawdown sure to 
please Americans weary of the nearly decade- 
long war and its costs. 

The quick drawdown will be faster than 
military commanders had recommended. 
Instead, it reflects growing public pressure to 
get out of Afghanistan and to stop spending 
hundreds of billions of dollars on a faraway 
conflict at a time the U.S. government is grap- 
pling with record deficits. 

“America, it is time to focus on nation 
building here at home,” he said in a nationally 
televised prime-time address from the White 
House. 

“The tide of war is receding. Fewer of our 
sons and daughters are serving in harm’s way. 
We've ended our combat mission in Iraq, with 
100,000 American troops already out of that 
country. And even as there will be dark days 
ahead in Afghanistan, the light of a secure 
peace can be seen in the distance. These long 
wars will come to a responsible end.” 

Obama said he will withdraw 10,000 
troops by the end of this year, with another 
23,000 out by September 2012 —at the latest. 
Most will return to their home bases, the vast 
majority of those in the US. 

That would end the surge of 33,000 troops 
he announced in December 2009, and leave 
about 68,000 US. troops there. 

Obama will meet with NATO allies in 
May in Chicago to plot the final drawdown of 
those and other allied troops by 2014, when 
they hope Afghan forces will be able to guard 
against any comeback by al-Qaida terror- 
ists or the Taliban regime that had protected 
them. 

It’s possible to draw down the troops now, 
he said, because the long war and surge of 
extra forces has achieved its goal: denying a 
haven to the al-Qaida terror network, which 
used Afghanistan as its base while planning its 
Sept. 11, 2001, attacks on the US. 

“We are starting this drawdown from a po- 
sition of strength,” Obama said. “Al-Qaida is 
under more pressure than at any time since

After weeks of internal debates, Obama 
settled on a middle-of-the-road approach 
between the military's recommendations of 


a slower drawdown and the push for a faster 
withdrawal coming from members of both 
major political parties, including Vice Presi- 
dent Joe Biden and Sen. Richard Lugar (R- 
Ind.), a top member of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. 

Obama was given “a range of options,” in- 
cluding some that would have drawn down 
the troops at a slower pace, according to a 
senior administration official who spoke on 
condition of anonymity as a matter of White 
House policy. “Some of those options would 
not have removed troops as fast as the presi- 
dent chose to do,” he said. 

Those options came from Army Gen. Da- 
vid Petraeus, but also apparently from others 
within the administration. Biden, for exam- 


ple, has been an advocate for a much smaller 
troop presence focused on countering terror- 
ism, as Lugar proposes. 

“The president’s decision was fully within 
the range of options that were presented to 
him and has the full support of his national 
security team,” the official added. 

Administration officials stressed that the 
33,000 troops could be withdrawn even faster, 
but left no room for a slower withdrawal. 

“That will be no later than September. It 
could be before,” one administration official 
said. 

“There will be flexibility in the precise 
timing, but by next summer the full 33,000 
troops associated with the surge will be out of 
Afghanistan.”

Chicago will play host to world leaders next 
spring during NATO and G-8 summits, giv- 
ing Mayor Emanuel an opportunity to shine 
in the international spotlight but also a 
chance to stumble if the inevitable protests 
aren't handled well. 

The new mayor’s old job helped land the 
summits. Emanuel, the former White House 
chief of staff, began lobbying his old boss, 
President Obama, during their first face-to- 
face meeting after the February election, a 
City Hall source said. During his inauguration 
last month, Emanuel bent Vice President Joe 
Biden’s ear about awarding the events to Chi- 
cago. 

Obama announced that his hometown will 
host the events during a speech Wednesday 
night in which he detailed a timetable for 
withdrawal of thousands of U.S. troops from 
Afghanistan. The NATO summit will deal 
with issues related to Afghan war policies. 

Chicago will be the first American city oth- 
er than Washington to host a NATO gather- 
ing. The summit, May 15-22, will coincide 
with a meeting of the Group of Eight indus- 
trialized nations as they convene to focus on

global economic issues.

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Cubs join 
‘Better’ 
campaign

The Cubs are sending a message of support to lesbian, 
gay, bisexual and transgender youths, becoming only the 
second professional sports team in the country to join the 
anti-bullying “It Gets Better” campaign. 

“Hatred, intolerance and bigotry have no place in this 
world,” Cubs pitcher Ryan Dempster says in a new video 
the team put together. 

“The Chicago Cubs organization celebrates you for ex- 
actly who you are, gay or straight,” manager Mike Quade 
says. 

The video joins thousands of others posted on the 
itgetsbetter.org website, launched in 2010 by syndicated 
columnist Dan Savage and his husband, Terry Miller, as a 
response to the high rate of suicide among LGBT teens. 

The San Francisco Giants were the first professional 
sports team to join the “It Gets Better” campaign, and 
several other Major League Baseball teams have signed up 
to produce similar videos. 

This is another in a string of recent events in the world 
of sports that indicate changes in attitudes toward gays 
and lesbians. In May, Phoenix Suns CEO Rick Welts came 
out, saying he wanted people to talk more openly about 
homosexuality in men’s team sports. 

During the NBA playoffs, Bulls center Joakim Noah 
was loudly criticized and fined $50,000 by the league for 
using an anti-gay slur in an argument with a fan. 

Anthony Martinez, executive director of The Civil 
Rights Agenda in Chicago, an LGBT advocacy group, 
said having Cubs players and coaches speak up for LGBT 
teens can have significant impact. 

“T think this is an amazing display of support from the 
Chicago Cubs,” Martinez said. “Sports teams and athletes 
in general can be such amazing and positive role models in 
a lot of ways in young children’s lives. For an LGBT young 
person to see that support is very significant.” 


Aldermen balk at drug test idea 
Chicago aldermen are balking at a proposal to im- 
pose random drug tests on all city employees as the 
American Civil Liberties Union raises questions about 
whether it would survive a court challenge. 

A City Council committee that was scheduled to con- 
sider the drug test idea Wednesday canceled the meet- 
ing after the ACLU sent a letter to aldermen. The letter 
warned that courts have repeatedly struck down laws 
that require “suspicionless drug testing of government 
employees whose possible drug use raises no significant 
concerns.”

Vicious storm on 1st day of summer 
leaves wake of canceled flights, 
stalled trains, power outages

Commonwealth Edison said Wednesday it would restore pow- 
er to most of its customers by Thursday night, two days after a 
violent wave of storms that spawned at least two tornadoes and 
packed 80 mph winds at one point left about 400,000 custom- 
ers without electricity throughout the Chicago area. 

The majority of the outages were in the northern suburbs 
hardest hit by the storms, with about 137,000 customers with- 
out power. About 34,000 customers were without electricity 
in the near western suburbs, 18,000 in the south suburbs and 
1,700 in Chicago. Some 241,000 had their electrical service 
restored Wednesday, and the utility expects to have 90 per- 
cent of all customers’ power restored by midnight Thursday, 
ComEd spokeswoman Alicia Zatkowski said. 

ComEd has 700 crews, including some 300 from utilities in 
neighboring states, working to restore power. More crews are 
expected to arrive from ComEd’s sister utility Pico in Penn- 
sylvania Thursday morning, Zatkowski said. 

The outage is the worst since storms knocked out power to 
310,000 ComEd customers June 23, 2010. 

The storms spawned funnel clouds and tornado warnings. 
Based on damage patterns, tornadoes appear to have touched 
down in Downers Grove and Mount Prospect, according to

The rough weather forced the cancellation of about 330 
flights Tuesday night, stalled Metra trains on their tracks and 
left streets littered with tree limbs and debris. There were lin- 
gering transportation problems as well. 

As of midafternoon Wednesday, airlines at O’Hare had 
canceled about 500 flights, and incoming and outgoing flights 
were experiencing 20-minute delays, according to the city’s 
Department of Aviation. At Midway, there were about two 
dozen flights experiencing delays of up to 40 minutes, with 
minor cancellations. 

The CTA suspended service on the Yellow Line and briefly 
did the same on the Purple Line due to ComEd issues affect- 
ing crossing gates.

Murder trial begins in stabbing 
of Logan Square street artist

Three years after well-known street art- 
ist Brendan Scanlon was stabbed to death 
during a Logan Square brawl, some of his 
stencils, stickers and spray-painted images 
can still be seen on signposts around Chi- 
cago. 

The 24-year-old Wisconsin native once 
told an interviewer that he liked to use ev- 
eryday city surroundings as inspiration for 
his ubiquitous images, many of which bore 
his street name, SOLVE. 

But on Wednesday, the city had a darker 
role as the murder trial of the man accused 
in Scanlon’s death, Kirk Tobolski, 27, got 
under way at the Cook County Criminal 
Courts Building. 

Tobolski’s attorney, Rick Beuke, painted 
Scanlon as the aggressor in a “classic Chi- 
cago street fight,” a confusing series of 
drunken melees that began when Scanlon 
and a friend attacked a rival after a party 
June 14, 2008. 

“This was a fight caused and instigated 
by people who were with the victim, and 
by the victim himself,” Beuke told Judge 
Thomas Hennelly in his opening state- 
ment. 

The trouble began after police broke up 
a house party across from the OhNo!Doom 
art gallery, where Scanlon and his room- 
mate, James Cackovic, had attended an ex- 
hibition, according to testimony Wednes- 
day. 

As the crowd from the busted party 
milled at Lyndale Street and Sacramento 
Avenue, Scanlon and Cackovic attacked 
and pummeled Neil Barakat, whom they'd 
recognized from an altercation during a 
gathering at their apartment months ear- 
lier. 

Prosecutors said even though Scanlon 
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Ni 


had started the ini- 
tial fight, it could 
have ended there. 
But moments later, 
another altercation 
broke out in the al- 
ley where Scanlon 
had fled. 

It was during that 
melee when Tobol- 
ski pulled out a switchblade—a birthday 
present he’d gotten just a week before— 
and stabbed Scanlon once in the chest as 
he was being pinned by another man, pros- 
ecutors said. 

Scanlon’s friend, Joe Depre, testified 
that he saw Tobolski come up to Scanlon 
as he was on his back struggling to defend 
himself and swing his arm in a low arc into

Scanlon’s chest. 

Depre did not see if anything was in To- 
bolski’s hand and did not know at the time 
that his friend had been stabbed, he said. 

Depre testified that Tobolski then threat- 
ened to “cut me too.” He said he could see 
an “outline” of a switchblade in the front 
pocket of Tobolski’s tight black pants. 

“{Tobolski] said: ‘I know where you live, 
I’m going to kill your family, ” Depre testi- 
fied. 

In a testy cross-examination, defense 
attorney Randy Rueckert questioned 
how Depre could have seen everything he 
claimed while still managing to mix it up 
with others in the alley. 

“A lot going on out there for you, eh, Mr. 
Depre?” Rueckert asked, to which Depre 
replied, “I guess.” 


Ticket to the Al Capone gun show? $110,000

LONDON A revolver belonging to notori- 
ous Chicago gangster Al Capone fetched 
$110,000 at London auction at Christie’s 
on Wednesday. 

It had been expected to sell for between 
$80,000 and $112,000. 

The Colt .38 revolver was sold by a pri- 
vate collector, who provided an original 
personal letter from Madeleine Capone 
Morichetti, the widow of Al’s brother 


Ralph Capone, confirming that the gun 
“previously belonged to and was only used 
by Al Capone while he was alive.” 

Colt records indicate that the pistol was 
made in May 1929, just a few months after 
the famous St. Valentine’s Day Massacre in 
Chicago when seven people were killed in 
a Prohibition-era clash between gangs in- 
cluding Capone’s. 

The buyer, who remained anonymous, 
was an online bidder.

New City and Austin also each recorded 
a gunshot homicide in the last week. 

Thirty-four homicides have been 
logged so far this month. Police recorded

N.D. residents rush 
to flee rising waters 


4 Emergency sirens sounded in Minot, N.D., on 
Wednesday, telling up to 12,000 residents to 
evacuate immediately because the rising Souris River 
was about to overflow flood levees. 

Officials hastened the evacuation of a quarter of 
North Dakota’s fourth largest city after flood defens- 
es began to fail. 

“We are trying to patch up as many holes as we can 
to give people as much time as we possibly can to get 
them out safely,” said Dean Lenertz, a Minot Fire De- 
partment captain and spokesman. 

The Souris River at Minot is expected to smash the 
flood record set in 1881 by about 5 feet and reach up to 
nearly 8 feet higher than the 1969 flooding local resi- 
dents have been using as a benchmark as they prepare 
to evacuate. 

The National Guard identified “several areas of 
concern” in Minot and officials told residents to map 
out a direct route to head for higher ground when the

How to follow up a truly stunning record like “For Emma, 
Forever Ago,” which topped my list of the past decade’s 
albums for evoking such a powerful setting of frozen heart- 
ache? The answer is that Bon Iver frontman Justin Vernon 
has wisely opened himself and his band up to new emo- 
tional and sonic textures. Obvious or not, it must be noted 
that “Bon Iver,” unlike its predecessor, wasn’t and doesn’t 
sound like it was recorded sad and alone in a cabin in the 
woods. Opener “Perth” begins softly and escalates into a 
full-band symphony of heaving percussion and swelling 
horns; the quiet “Holocene” dazzles with devastating regret 
atop gentle instrumentation that interacts with the sense of 
perspective rather than hanging back. 

Vernon's lyrics are as hauntingly, poetically abstract as ev- 
er—“Open ears and open eyes/ Wake up to your starboard 
bride/ Who goes in and then stays inside/ Oh the demons 
come, they can subside” sings on “Calgary.” Or how about 
this one, from “Minnesota, WI”: “Ramble in the roots, had the 
marvel, moved the proof be kneeled fine’s glowing/ Storing 
up the clues, it had its sullen blue bruised through by show- 
ing.” Yet again, right down to the song titles (virtually every 
one is the name of a city), Bon Iver is all about a sense of 
place that’s not necessarily physical. And once again, even 
when its words are unsolvable romantic puzzles, this band 
possesses the uncanny ability to guide you through myste- 
rious internal terrain that feels both personal and universal.

Cameron Diaz trades nice for naughty—but we still can’t help but love her

After 17 years of winning over moviegoers 
with her long legs, breezy confidence and 
wide smile, one of Hollywood’s consummate 
charmers has had enough. Cut the charisma 
and cue the contempt: It’s time, finally, to 
loathe Cameron Diaz. 

In “Bad Teacher,” opening Friday, Diaz 
plays Elizabeth Halsey—an educator who 
steals, cheats, lies, sleeps in class, smokes 
pot in the school parking lot and swears like 
a trucker, often in red pen remarks scrawled 
on the work of her middle-school students. 
Dumped by her sugar daddy, Elizabeth’s goal 
is to make enough money for a pair of breast 
implants that she thinks will help earn her the 
affections of another meal ticket, a teacher 
with a trust fund (Justin Timberlake) who’s as 
mild as she is wild. 

Thirty pages into reading the script, Diaz 
said, she thought she’d pass on the role. In- 
stead, she made a conscious decision to try 
something new. 

“I’m trained as an actor to look for a charac- 
ter to be someone at the end who people like. 
Reading this script, I was thinking, there’s no 
way out of this for this girl,” Diaz said. “She 
does so many things that are so selfish and 
narcissistic and closed off. How can she be 
redeemed?” 

In person Diaz, 38, is perky but guarded, 
and fond of the word “amazing.” The script? 
Amazing. Her co-stars? Amazing. The set? 
Amazing. That soy milk latte? Also appar- 
ently pretty darn good. But the indefatigably 
cheerful actress confesses she found a certain 


liberation in Elizabeth’s dismal disposition. 

“Her disdain for life is one that I relished 
playing,” Diaz said. “I’m such a cheerleader, 
it’s kind of fun to play a character who thinks 
everything sucks.” 

And then, you realize, she’s doing it again: 
Playing rotten and R-rated, Diaz may make us 
like her even more. Which is exactly what “Bad 
Teacher” director Jake Kasdan had in mind. 

“She’s probably the only actress of her gen- 
eration that people are actually excited to 
see behave this badly,” Kasdan said. “It’s part 
of her relationship with the audience at this 
point that she is this gorgeous woman who 
can do raunchy. Cameron appeals to both 
genders in a very real way. People just want to 
hang out with her.” 

A native of San Diego and a teenage model, 
Diaz came to fame in Hollywood in the ’90s 
playing sexy but wide-eyed characters. At 21, 
she stepped into the first scene of “The Mask” 
in a slinky red dress, providing Jim Carrey 
with an excuse to stammer and gape and el- 
evating the stock hot-girl role enough to earn 
herself a string of indie film parts. 

As the high school crush who got away 
from Ben Stiller in “There’s Something About 
Mary” in 1998, Diaz was the naive center of a 
gross-out comedy that helped pave the way for 
lowbrow franchises like “Che Hangover” and 
“American Pie.” In the movie’s most famous 
scene, Mary mistakes a bodily fluid for hair gel. 

“Mary, the character, the movie, was sort of 
innocent,” Diaz said. “But Elizabeth is defi- 
nitely a different kind of woman than existed 
in the ’g9os. She’s driven in a different way. 


Comedy is always a reflection of what we can 
laugh at about ourselves. Humor is really just 
people telling the truth. It just depends what 
truth needs to be told at that time.” 

In “Bad Teacher,” Diaz speaks Elizabeth's 
truth by wielding her lean, 5-foot-9 body like 
a weapon. Commandeering the school car 
wash in a pair of Daisy Dukes and towering 
over her 12-year-old students in 4-inch stilet- 
tos and skintight pencil skirts, she is both the 
embodiment of the sexy teacher fantasy and 
a parody of it. 

“Cameron knows the power of being a hot 
woman,” Kasdan said. “She gets all of those 
jokes. She’s like an athlete. She’s got this enor- 
mous control of her physicality.” 

Now that Diaz has played sour, she said she 
won't settle for saccharine. 

“When I see romantic comedies where at 
the end you tie it up with the happily ever af- 
ter, it makes my skin crawl because I feel like 
you never come to a happy ending in life,” 
Diaz said. “It’s always just the next progres- 
sion. That’s what I liked about Elizabeth. I 
liked the fact that this was only one stop at 
the station. She didn’t make it all the way. Her 
growth was this increment. She got that one 
little inch.”

If you've enjoyed a craft beer lately, it prob- 
ably wasn’t a lager. 

There are a few reasons for that: Ales are 
cheaper to make (their fermentation requires 
less time and higher temperatures) and more 
robustly flavored, and their boldness is a more 
profound reaction to mainstream beer drink- 
ing, the vast majority of which is pale lagers 
(hello, Bud Light). 

When the craft beer movement took root, 
therefore, it largely came in the form of ales. 
Lagers—a style developed in southern Ger- 
many in the 16th century producing a simple, 
smooth flavor—have largely been left behind. 

The craft pendulum, however, is swinging 
back. Many major brewers—such as Bell’s, 
Dogfish Head, Lagunitas, Avery and Victo- 
ry—have at least one lager in their portfolio. 
Chicago’s Metropolitan Brewing makes pri- 
marily crisp, brilliantly executed lagers. 

Then there are Coney Island beers. Sensing 
a hole in the craft lager market, Jeremy Cow- 
an—who had previously launched He’Brew 
Jewish-themed ales (“The chosen beer”)— 
started a line of robust lagers four years ago. 
He’s up to six, plus collaborations and limited- 
edition releases. Cowan said his lagers largely

were inspired by the middling lagers some 
others produce. 

“They're usually a brewery’s least interest- 
ing beer,” he said. “We're still battling the po- 
sition in eraft beer that lagers are boring, pale 
yellow fizzy beers that are interchangeable.” 

Cowan's lagers probably would appall 16th 
century Germans—who clung to a mere four 
ingredients, water, barley, yeast and hops— 
with recipes that include up to eight malts, 10 
hops and ingredients such as ginger and orange 
peel. The approach is almost ale-like in its au- 
daciousness and has included aging the beer in 
bourbon barrels and dry hopping (the process 
of adding aromatic hops after fermentation). 

“We wanted each one of those beers to be 
referencing a style but with a twist,” Cowan 
said. “We use the word lager as a point of famil- 
iarity, but once we rope them in, we turn them 
sideways and get them on a different track.” 

Yet at heart, they’re still lagers, with a 
breadlike and yeasty nose and midtier, re- 
freshing body. The Coney Island series, which 
includes a recently released summer 12-pack, 
has put Cowan on the leading edge of craft 
lagers. 

On a summer day, it’s tough to think of any- 
thing more satisfying.

Slacker to ‘Suits’ 


About a year before he auditioned for 
USA's new lawyer drama “Suits,” Patrick 
J. Adams was fired from an acting job. 

“T don’t even remember exactly when 
it was; I’ve conveniently put it right out 
of my head,” he said, laughing, “But I was 
fired from a job and it stung, It goes straight to your fears and sort of 
confirms all of the doubts that a person has about himself.” 

Adams brings up the “abject misery” of the months after he got 
canned to demonstrate that he relates to Mike Adams, the character 
he now plays in “Suits.” Mike is a brilliant college dropout with a 
photographic memory. But he’s something of a slacker, making quick 
cash by charging people fees to take their law school entrance exams 
for them. 

Ina scene from the series premiere, Mike decides he wants to 
finally live up to his potential. He just has to convince high-powered 
Manhattan attorney Harvey Specter (Gabriel Macht) to hire him as a 
summer associate. Without a law degree. Or any experience. 

“He needs to deal with the reality that if he wants the things that 
he said he always wanted, he needs to step up to the plate,” Adams 
said.

Adams had to read that scene for the “dozen or so” auditions he 
did to get the part. The firing weighed heavy on his mind during the 
process, but he approached it just like Mike does. 

“T was just like, ‘I’m going to sit in this room and convince these 
producers that I need to get this job,’ ” he said. “That I’m ready for 
this job, that I’ve been kicking around for years and I’m ready for this. 
This is my time.” 

And so far so good, he said, confirming, “I haven’t been fired yet.”
